U. of M. SPRINGS SURPRISE 
BY DEFEATING McGILL SIX 

Frenchmen Score 7—5 Victory Over Coach Shaughnessy's 
Pupils— After Gaining Big Lead in First Part of Game 
Red and White Squad Weakened in Early Part of Final 
Period — iMeGill Held 3—0 Advantage After First 
Sessions — A. Lamarre, Desbiens and Lapointe Star for 
U .of M.— "Slim" Morris, in Goal, Gives Excellent Per- 
formance—Flanagan, Best for McGill, Scores Twice.

After maintaining the upper hand 
ihroughcwl the first two periods of ihe 
contest with Univ. of Montreal at the 
Arena last night the McGill liockey team 
was unable to maintain the fast pare in 
the final session and faded away before 
the attack of Ihe French sextette which 
sent the Red and White down to a 7-5 
defeat. 

Upsets have been prevalent in Intrrrol- 
legiate Hockey- this season, the pre.dir- 
tjons of the experts having gone far as- 
tray on a number of occasions bill not 
for a long time has the "dope" been 
given so severe a jolt sis that handed out 
when the Univ. of Montreal took the 
measure of the Red and White. The 
McGilJ squad, fresh from its brilliant 
victory over the Varsity sextette, were 
considered a strong favorite over Ihe 
leant which had been whitewashed by 
Queen's to ihe tune of 10-0. Bui the 
East-enders presented their strongest 
line-up of the season and were far more 
effective than they had bean in their pre- 
vious contests. 

McGill got away to big lead in the 
opening period ; goals by Derapsey, 
McNaiightou ajid Flanagan giving ihcm 
a .5-0 advantage, over their rivals after 
ihe first 20 minutes of play. But the 
winners came back with a rush and be 
fore many minutes of the second period 
had p;issed Desbicns and L.apo'mtc had 
registered thus reducing McGill's con- 
fortable lea/I. At the end of the second 
stanza however Ihe R«:d and White still 
maintained a 2 goal lead. It was in the 
first live minutes of the final period lhat 
the Frenchmen broke loose and scored, 
in Cfuick succession, the three points which 
sent them to the fore. In Ihe last five 
minutes of play Coach Shaughncssy in- 
structed his defencrmrn to come up into 
action in a desperate effort to tic the 
count hut the U. of M . cheeking was 
too close and the McGill skaters were 
unable to penetrate their opponent's de- 
fence. With the whole McGill team up 
the ire the Frenchmen were dangerous 
when they broke through and Morris 
was called upon to make a number of 
-rnsationaJ saves, Leduc finally getting 
by and with no one between himself and 
the goal lender, succeeded in getting the 
rubber behind Morris despite the latter's 
d'-speratc effort to save. 

The contest did not afford as good an 
exhibition of all-round hockey as lhat 
supplied by the McGill-Varsity name on 
Friday, but Ihe winners certainly showed 
a marked improvement over their early 
season play. The return of P. Lamarre 
and Lapoinitc materially strengthened the 
squad, the latter turning in an excellent 
performance and tallying no less than 
four of his team's goals. A. Lamarre 
and Dcsbiens were outstanding perform- 
ers for Ihe winners. 

For McGill "Slim" Morris in goals 
turned in another brilliant performance. 
I lo showed remarkable coolness when 
under fire and had occasion lo turn away 
a number of difficult shots. Cyril Flan- 
agan was the only McGill man to score 
more than once, the Red and While 
leader managing to send the rubber into 
the nets twice in addition lo assisting 
Dempsey on McGill's first tally. In 
the. second period "I'lin" was easily 
the best man on Ihe ire, showing a good 
deal of his famous brand of stick hand- 
ling. McGerriglc played a consistent 
game and did some, speedy rushing. Mor- 
rison, McNaughton, Bell and Dempsey 
gave their usual' performance. 

On Ihe defence 'the Red and White 
was not nearly so strong as in the victory 
over Toronto and lo this in a great mea- 
sure can be attributed the defeat. 
A detailed accourt! of the play follows: 

FIRST PERIOD. 

Flanagan secured Ihe puck on the face- 
off but lost to P. Lamarre. Lamarre got 
through the McGill defense and lifted 
one which Morris was lucky to save. 
Montreal swept down tile ire with a 
prertty three man combination hut Mc- 
Gerriglc dashed their hopes when he 
poke-cheeked A. Lamarre. Desbiens 
made a lone rush, hut failed lo tally. 
McNaughton missed Dempseys' pass 
and Dcsbiens. securing, shot from well 
oulside the defence, missing tin- net for 
the first of only three times during 
the game, bcrnpscy marked up the 
first score of Ihe game after a pretty 
rush when he slammed a pass from 
Flanagan into the Montreal net. •

he Frenchmen commenced to check 
hard. Desbiens skated into Flanagan, 
and fell back to the ice. 

Brousseau was lucky to stop Flana- 
gan's wicked shot from behind three 
of the grey-sweatcred players. Mor- 
ris duplicated the feat a minute later 
when he stopped one of "Tune" Dcs- 
biens' huHct like shots. The rubber 
ounced dangerously, but the McGill 
goalie cleared safely. He came oui to 
slop what looked like a certain tally 
for the Frenchmen several minutes lat- 
er ,and averted a score. Fanagan 
stopped a dangerous combination rush 
with a beautiful poke check. McGer- 
riglc look the puck down the side and 
McNaughton just missed shoving in 
the rebound from Brousscau's pad;. 
Flanaga nand A. Lamarre were chased 
to the bench for mutual illegal check- 
ing. The McGill forwards were back- 
checking fiercely, and the French for- 
wards kept up the practice which they 
observed during the whole of the first 
period of j-hooting from well outside 
the Red and White defence. A La- 
marre bungled a pass in front of the 
McGill net and missed a sure goal. 
Munro and Bell replaced McNaugh- 
ton and Morrison. Bell got away for 
a prelty individual rush, and narrow- 
ly missed scoring on the rebound of 
his shot. Lapointe, after a shot on 
Morris, skated into the McGill goalie 
and earned Ihe severe ride which he 
received for the next two periods. 
Morrison and McNaughton replaced 
Bell and Munrc. Morris made a beau- 
tiful save on a shot from about four 
yards in front. McNaughton missed a 
pass from Flanagan, and rendered 
fruitless a combination rush down the 
ice. Morris came out of his goal and 
saved. Stretched full length across the 
mouth of the goal he saved a danger- 
ous shots from the side an instant lat- 
er. Leduc and Lord replaced the La- 
marre brothers on the Montreal for- 
ward lien. Leduc hit the ice heavily 
after a hard body check from Demp- 
sey .and on picking himself up dazedly 
Iuintud for his stick which had slither- 
ed to the other side of Ihe ice. Demp- 
sey lasted his own medicine when he 
took a header after skating into Poir- 
ier.

McGerriglc was tripped, but no penal- 
ty given. Four minutes after the 
period opened "Tunc" Dcsbiens evad- 
ed the defence, and with McGerriglc 
on his heels, flipped the rubber past 
Morris for the first Montreal scare.

Munro replaced McNaughton. Both 
sides heg.-.n to show an increased ten- 
dency to mix it up. Munro missed an 
almost certain goal after a three-man 
rush, when he failed to find the net . 
Lapointe, after ;■. scrimmage in front 
of the McGiil uit secured the puck, 
and skating around the net unopposed, 
shoved the rubber into the corner past 
Morris. 
McGill, 3; U .of M., 2. 
Dempsey was penalized for tripping 
Desbiens. Flanagan took a perfect 
pass from McGerriglc in the goal- 
mouth, and slammed the rubber past 
Brousseau, who had no chance lo save. 
McGill, -1; U. of M., 2. 
Lapointe evaded everyone aiid tal- 
lied when Morris left his net. 
McGill. I; U. of M., 3. 
Morris made iwo lucky stops. Bell 
shot from almost parallel to the Mont- 
real goal -and lodged the puck in the 
far corner of the net. 

3, 
The crowd booed I he referee when 
he chased Dempsey for sonic hard 
checking . 

Flanagan, with only one man in 
front of him, was hook-checked by 
the arm and prevented from scoring. 
Flanagan, working at top speed in 
this period, showing some wonderful 
hockey. Referee did not get the ille- 
gal checking and rough play.

U. of M . started off with a rush, 
and scored three goals in five minutes.

'Psychology as the Sociolo- 
gist Sees It" 




TO-DAY 



Yesterday evenutg, at a meeting of 
the Psychological Society held in Strath 
cona Hall, Doctor C A. Dawson, Asso 
ciatc Professor of Social Science, read 
a very interesting and enlightening pa- 
per entitled "Physchology as the Sociolo- 
gist Sees U." 

The meeting was opened by the chair- 
man, M. H. F. Hall, who called upon ihe 
secretary to read the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting. Unon the adoption of the 
minutes, the chairman introduced Doctor 
Dawson. 

Doctor Dawson opened his remarks by 
rcconting how a friend had recently told 
him, in jest, lhat most of the people who 
during Ihe past few years had scoffed at 
psychology were now going over to its 
side. He pointed oui, however, that the 
increase ill understanding and of popu- 
larity was not sufficient. The psycho- 
logist's point of view had to be bettet 
explained to the public. 

Psychology, he pointed out, is one of 
the group of social sciences. Its aim is 
to make a systematic and scientific an- 
alysis of the mental Hie*. It is a 
young science, as arc the other social 
sciences, but it has aiready passed the 
stage where it is "beginning lo unraval 
the complexities of human behaviour.'' It 
has gotten a grasp of the inner meaning 
and underlying laws which govern peo- 
ple's actions. John Dewey places social 
science in the same position which phy- 
sical science occupied three hundred years 
ago. The basic laws have been largely 
formulated— it only remains to learn how 
they must be applied. 

Psychology is not a method for deter- 
mining the degree of intelligence of a 
person, not a method for convicting cri- 
minate. The popular concept ion of 
psychology seems to he lhat it deals prin 
cipaJly with these two subject-. On the 
contrary, these are only junior branches 
of the subject, and Ihe popular idea is 
caused by the fact that foi the last few 
years they have been the subject of so 
many magazine articles. The aim of 
psychology, as stated above, is to in- 
vestigate human behaviour. Success in 
controlling nature lo so great an extent 
encourages the belief that it is possible to 
do the same thing with mind. 

The popular idea of sociology, on Ihe 
other hand, seems to be that it is con- 
cerned chiefly with such tilings as well- 
fare work. This, too. is just a branch 
of sociology, and a very small one. The 
principal aim of sociology is to deal 
with the analysis and control of social 
life as a whole. It has nothing to do 
.villi sentinientalism, its object is strictly 
scientific. Just as the botanist seeks to 
classify and determine the laws govern- 
ing plant life, so docs I lie psychologist 
seek to treat of the individual, and the 
sociologist to treat of the group. 

It is in the field of social psychology 
that the two branches meet, and tend to 
understand each other. 

To sum up, psychology deals with the 
individual, while sociology is a science of 
collective behaviour. Bui — and this is 
the "but" which clears up a lot — ilhe so- 
ciologists cannot treat of group behaviour 
without taking the individual into con- 
sideration. In this ease they either have 
to appeal directly to the psychologist or 
else become, in a way, psychologists 
themselves. 

There arc times when the action of 
a crowd is controlled by an individual, 
and there are oilier times when Ihe crowd 
acts of its own accord, that is, each in- 
dividual seems to get the same idea at 
the same time. Modern conditions of 
society and industry throw people into 
large, concentrated groups, and it is due 
lo this fact that the group idea is 
brought to the fore. The group concep- 
tion has had its effect on psychology. 
The social development in psychology has 
been due to this change in living condi- 
tions. Sociology and social psychology 
have grown up lo interpret Ihe trend of 
the times. In social psychology, sociology 
breaks up into social structure and so- 
cial behaviour. The former is princi- 
pally the field of the sociologist, while 
the latter is die concern of the psycholo- 
gist. Social psychology is the science of 
the subjective side of culture. 

On the completion of Doctor Dawson's 
paper, which was enthusiastically receiv- 
ed, the chairman stated that any discus- 
sion by members would be welcomed. 
There was some reluctance at first, but 
when Doctor Tait began to discuss the 
matter, he was followed by several other 
members who had questions they wis hed. 
to have answered by Doctor Dawson.

Shaughnessy's classes and learn the finer 
points. "Doug" believes that these lec- 
tures not only will materially benefit 
those who have already played in the In- 
tercollegiate games but will serve to 
raise the whole plane of Interfaculty rug- 
by as well and after all, the men who 
p'ay in intcrclass games are the ones who 
will compose the big teams of the future. 

The lecture will be held in the Assem- 
bly Hall of the Union at 5.15 sharp. 



COMPANIONSHIP. 

The kind of companionship which 
obtains among the students of the 
university is of great importance to 
the realization of the university as a 
society oi scholars. To know by 
name and pat on the back two hun- 
dred men is not much of an object; 
hut to know a few men body and 
soul, and to have sympathetic inter- 
course with these few, is a large part 
of what i university can do for youth. 
At the English colleges the serious 
students who have scholarly ambition 
divide themselves rather promptly into 
small groups, who perhaps pay the 
same tutor during term time or resort 
to the same professor or scholar all 
through the long vacation. 



One of the most enthusiastic meet- 
ings of this year was held in the 
Union yesterday to discuss and make 
first arrangements for the coming Mc- 
Gill Theatre Night: over thirty repre- 
sentatives were present, and they were 
only a small proportion of the large 
number who are interested in this en- 
tertainment. Although a definite date 
has not' yet been set for the affair, it 
is expected that it will take place ear- 
ly in March. 

The first thing that was done was 
to choose the probable committee of 
professors and undergraduates, whom 
it is hoped will all he able to give their 
support to the project. Those chosen 
were: Professor Sandwcll, Dr. Mac- 
Millan, Professor Lloyd, Dr. Villard, 
Clarence Fraser (President of the 
Musical Society), one representative 
from the Royal Victoria College, one 
representative, from Ihe. School of Phy- 
sical Education, and A. J. Skelly 
("Medical Unde.rgrads.) This commit- 
tee will have complete charge of the 
arrangements, in order lo keep the ex- 
ecutives from overlapping in any of 
their work. Fraser has consented to 
lake charge of arranging for the musi- 
cal part of the programme, and the 
fact that six or seven musical clubs 
and orchestras have offered their 
whole-hearted support is an encourag- 
ing feature . 

R. L. Hamilton, who was in charge 
of the meeting, urged that those pres- 
ent should carry their enthusiasm lo 
the various years they represented; 
he urged that an immediate start be 
made ,and lo assure this a committee 
was appointed for the present organi-

When the business had been dispos- 
ed of, the attention of the gathering 
was directed to the programme itself. 
Hamilton suggested that the wisest 
plan would be to have an entertain- 
ment lasting two hours and a half, as 
this would he quite long enough. Af- 
ter some discussion it was thought 
that if each faculty, as well as the R. 
V. C. and M.S.P.E., prepared a 
good vaudeville act, these interspersed 
with good music, would be sufficient. 
Working from this basis, it was decid- 
ed that the skits should last as nearly 
as possible lo fifteen minutes. The 
probable order of the programme will 
include some music between each act, 
including many of the McGill songs. 

In connection with the financing of 
the venture, Hamilton was strongly in 
favor of cutting down the expenses 
wherever possible, as in such short 
acts there ought to he little need of 
elaborate costumes. The faculties, 
Ihe R.V.C. and M.S.P.E., all agreed 
lo shoulder the burden of any ex- 
penses incurred, and in case of a large 
surplus resulting from the Big Night, 
they will be reimbursed. 

The Electrical Club very kindly of- 
fered their services to aid in any way 
possible with the electrical effects. 
This will be of invaluable assistance in 
any preparation, as it is intended that 
the whole evening should be looked 
after by McGill men. Of course, num- 
erous ushers, ticket agents and stage 
hands will probably he required, but to 
procure these will be one of the least 
of the committee's worries. Immedi- 
ately after the meeting, twenty-five of- 
fered their services, and many others 
arc known to be only awaiting the 
word to fall right in line. A rapid 
canvas of Ihe different years will be 
made to find those who are most in- 
terested in this project, and all those 
wishing to assist may give their names 
to the faculty representatives. The 
main thing at the present lime is speed 
i l organization, so that everything may 
get away to a good start . 

The need of such a gala night has 
been felt for a long time, and this 
sort of a thing is what instils the "get- 
together" McGill spirit into the under- 
grads . The purpose of the executive 
is to have a real Big McGill Night, 
.with plenty of McGill Music. It is 
I (Continued on Page 4.)

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THE VANQUISHED WIN. 



The importance of the unknown quantity asserted itself again 
last night, when the University of Montreal won its first game as a 
member of the Canadian Intercollegiate Hockey Union, and by its 
victory effectually squelched the aspirations of the Red and White 
team in the direction of the hockey championship for the season of 
1923. The defeat was as surprising to the mass of McGill support- 
ers, as il will be fatal to their hopes; it was a demonstration, if an- 
• other be needed, of the unforeseen, inexplicable workings of Chance. 
Last week-, and the first part of the present, anyone who dared to 
mention the remote possibility of defeat oî the McGill Hockey team 
in Montreal, following the brilliant exhibition given by its members 
last Friday, would have received scant attention. And yet to-day we 
awake to find the unexpected a reality. In another way, the triumph 
of the students of the University of Montreal is an object lesson. 
Apparently out of the running of the race, regarded by McGill as a 
stepping stone to the leadership of the league, the French represen- 
tatives proved that, although they were no longer contenders for 
premier honours, they were yet to he considered as factors in the 
achievement of such by other contestants in the series. They fought 
when a "quitter" would have dropped out of the race, and won when 
they were beaten. 

The man that struggles hardest when things appear at their 
worst against him, is to be admired.. As an instance of such deter- 
mination last night's victory reflects credit upon the French team 
and. at the same time detracts not a whit from the esteem in which 
the losers are held by their fellow' undergraduates, who realize tin 
sacrifices the team has made, and remember the spirit and energy 
that have always characterized their performances.

EDITORIAL NOTE 



The Ret urned Men's Association has formulated a most excel 
lent proposal to place in the Union a permanent memorial to the 
McGill men who fell overseas. The respective faculties have their 
own means of perpetuating the memory of the men who enlisted, but 
the University as a whole still lacks a universal McGill record. Thus 
this plan to place a tablet in the Union is particularly appropriate. 

It. is to be hoped that a large number of designs will be submit- 
ted,. so that the one finally accepted may be the very best that can 
be offered. All McGill men may prepare sketches, and certainly 
is. is a subject in which all are concerned, and in which all will 
interested. 



COLLEGE PAPERS 
MR. MORLEY 



AND 



In one of our American contempo- 
raries appears an interview with Chris- 
topher Morlcy, colytimist for the New 
York Evening Post. Mr. Morlcy in 
no unmistakable terms heavily- scores 
undergraduate publications as being 
useless, lie brings against college 
papers four charges, as they who lived 
in the time of Cicero, brought four 

f. charges against Old Age. 

First of all, lie claims that the papers 
are too professional, secondly that the 
work is taken so seriously that the edi- 
tors "make themselves miserable" over 

■ their work. Thirdly, he claims that 

• more worth-while tilings might be ac- 
complished in the time spent on edit- 

..ing or in writing for such a publica- 
tion, and lastly that the experience 
that those concerned get is not going 
to be worth their while. 

Wc are inclined to consider Mr. 
Morlcy somewhat rash in his rather 

■scathing criticism of that most impor- 
tant factor in college life — the under- 

" . .... 

'graduate publication. 

To deal with Mr. Morley's charges 
presents them. The undergrad- 
publication is "too professional"; 
t it is professional in that by means 
'•of subscriptions and advertisements it 
{tries' to augment the funds of the var- 
ious student societies of the college, 
'then how much less professional is the 
college football team, which charges a 
'price of admission for 'the privilege of 
^viewing it in action? Who among us 
dares bring against the college foet- 
ball team the accusation of profession- 
alism? Mr. MorU-y has overlooked in 
his enthusiasm one very vital point, 
namely, that in all the college publi- 
cations with which wc are acquainted, 
■the editing -and reporting is the -work 
of an honorary staff — men who receive 
•absolutely nothing save their own 
pleasure for the work that they do. 

Mr. MorJey's second charge borders 
very closely on the ridiculous. Which 
editor "makes himself miserable" in 
'trying to produce his issue of the pa- 
per? On the other hand, we believe 
•that the editor feels somewhat pleas- 
ed with hfmself, when on the morning 
after a good night's work he has the 
pleasure of seeing in print the fruit of 
his and his assistants' endeavours. 
There is no misery attached to the 
task of filling the columns of a college 
journal, and. if at certain times there 



is any difficulty in doing so, due to the 
shortage of news, or to some other 
cause, the work involved is amply re- 
warded by the satisfaction the editor 
feels at having accomplished the task 
set before him. 

"More worthwhile things" might be 
accomplished in the time spent on 
editing or writing for a college paper. 
This statement is questionable to say 
the least. To the editor and to the re- 
porters, the evening spent on getting 
out the paper is looked upon as an 
evening of recreation. That man needs 
a good deal of recreation is an accept- 
ed fact. The time a man devotes to his 
college journal would be spent in 
some other form of recreation if the 
person in question had not chosen 
amateur journalism us his avocation. 
Can Mr. Morlcy or anyone else for 
that matter suggest a form of recrea- 
tion that will accomplish more worth- 
while ends than work on the college 
paper? Who can suggest, for instance, 
anything more beneficial than learning 
to write clearly and concisely, not as 
classroom exercise, but as a form of 
recreation ? 

The 'last of Mr. Morley's claims is 
by far the easiest to refute. Wc' may 
readily assume that not twenty-five 
per cent of those working on a college 
paper afterwards take up journalism 
as a profession, but wc may assume 
just as readily that well over ninety 
per cent have learned to express them- 
selves lucidly, simply and concisely in 
their mother tongue. If this is not 
sufficient reward for energy expend- 
ed, what, may we ask, is? Is it of a 
thing so materialistic as the monthly 
salary-cheque of a newspaper editor 
that MY; Morley was thinking when 
he spoke of the value of the experience 
obtained in college papers? — T;H.

AS TO THE SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS. 

In the field of college education, 
probably the most recent move is the 
advocacy by President Lowell of Har- 
vard of younger college graduates. He 
declares that the most reasonable, the 
most propitious, the critical age for 
graduation is 21, Al a more advanc- 
ed age, Mr. Lowell claims that the 
student wearies of cultural studies and 
consequently he derives but smail 
benefit therefrom. Thus the ground 
is swept from beneath the traditional 
objection to entering. college at an ear- 
ly age— that a young boy is not de- 
veloped suffieicntl yto profit fully from 
his undergraduate experience. This 
refutation is sound, provided that the 
mental development of the individual 
is sufficiently advanced, and that men- 
tal development depends upon the 
schooling in fundamentals received at 
secondary institutions. Hence the con- 
clusion is inevitably arrived at that lin- 
age of graduation depends largely on 
the effectiveness of these secondary 
schools. 

The desirability of younger gradu- 
ates—always provided that they have 
lost nothing by being younger — is ob- 
vious; but the method of achieving 
this is the problem, To solve it by 
shortening, the high school course and 
aiming only for the college entrance 
examinations is fundamentally, un- 
sound. In. this day and .country, at 
best, too much emphasis is placed on 
marks and the superficial passing o? 
examinations, and too little though- 
devoted to the development of a body 
of truly intelligent and logical think- 
ers. The mastery of the mind not, pi 
marks must be. the aim of education. 
To give up fundamental courses in. the 
A. B. C's of education in order to 
hurry up the process will not be bene- 
ficial in the long run to either the in- 
dividual nor to the country. The 
old proverb that the longest way round 
is the shortest way home is only too 
true in this case. To graduate men a' 
a less advanced age would be well and 
good; but to make the secondan 
schools even less effective and less ad- 
vanced than at present would be a 
downright crime # — Yale Daily News.

This morning, the ski and snowshoe 
team entrains for Dartmontli College 
Hanover. N.H., to take part in the 
Eastern Intercollegiate Ski meet held 
there during the ' Annual Dartmouth 
Carnival. Some five or six American 
colleges, in addition to McGill, are 
competing in this event, and there 
will have to he a great effort shown 
by the winners to obtain the honors 
above the rest. The events include 
ski dashes and snowshoe dashes o: 
150 yards, ski proficiency tests, in 
eluding the various methods of turn 
ing and general confidence and con 
trol in skiing. Cross country events in 
skiiing and snowshocing are run over 
the hills arourid the college. A relay 
race run by .1 team of four men from 
each college shows the comparative 
merit of the teams in ski dashes. The 
final event of the meet is ski jumping, 
held on the new Dartmouth jump 
opened last year. 

The McGill team of eight skiers and 
three snowshoers is leaving with the 
greatest hopes of coming out on top 
this year. One of the best cross- 
country ski men, Tom Brown, unfor- 
tunately is laid up with an attack of 
grippe, and will be unable to make the 
trip. His place is being filled by R 
S. Wade, who has shown good form 
in this line and is in excellent train 
ing. It is unfortunate, however, that 
he is not as proficient in the short 
distances, as this will weaken the re- 
lay team > 

Next week-end will see a return 
meet at McGill, in which the same 
colleges, namely, Williams, Vermont, 
Middlcbury, Dartmouth and possibly 
one other, will take part. The points 
of these two meets are added up, and 
the college winning the greatest num 
her of points is declared holder of 
the Snow Sports Championship for 
- 1923.

Oi the above, the most interesting 
from the spectator's point of view is 
the jumping. Entries from the Mont- 
real Ski Club arc received also for this 
. event, and very good distance should 
be made. The jumps start at three 
p'rlock at the Cote des Neiges hill, on 
which is the Montreal jump. A grand 
stand has been erected, and facilities 
for senators greatly improved, as 
every part of the hill is visible. Dis- 
tances of 120 feet have been made un- 
officially this season, while 116 feet is 
the official record for the hill. Every 
year for the past few seasons this 
spectacular sport has been increasing 
in popularity, and great crowds have 
turned out to watch the competitors. 
This winter, more than ever, specta- 
tors are turning out to see the jumping 
because of the newly-built chute and 
regraded hill. The Intercollegiate 
competition is the first large one this 
year held in Montreal, and should 
prove very popular.

Miss Kerr read a number oi sug- 
gestions which had .been sent by the 
Graduates' Society, which were as fol- 
lows: 

1. — The President should be elected 
jy the student body. 

2. — Clause 5, statins that all articles 
written for the Daily by women stu- 
dents shall pass through the hands of 
the woman editor, shotllil be omitted 
because it is Ineffectual. 

3. — There should be an honorary 
president . 

4 # — The Executive Council should 
appoint the two secretaries and the 



treasurer from its own members. 

5. — A general meeting of the So- 
ciety should be called at the request 
of a member of the Executive Coun- 
cil. 

Discussion of these suggestions fol- 
lowed, but it was decided that no de- 
finite steps could be taken towards 
drawing up a constitution until a more 
representative meeting could be held. 
Monday, February 19, at 7. .10, was the 
time derided upon tor the next meet- 
ing, and letters are lo be sent to the 
various faculties to insure a better at- 
tendance at it.
